LONDON, Oct. 30.—Glowing me- 
morials to the life and work of 
George Cadbury, the famous Quaker 
philanthropist and chocolate manu- 
facturer who died iast week, are 
published in London newspapers to- 
day, but little space is given to the 
unusual action of his daughter, for- 
merly Beatrice Cadbury, now the 
wife of a Hollander named Boeke. 
In a letter to the management of 
the Bourneville Chocolate Works 
Mrs. Boeke gives away outright all 
her holdings and her husband’s in 
the British Cocoa and Chocolate 
Co., amounting to 9,000 preferred 
end 27,000. common shares. The 
whole amount is presented to a trust 
committee, composed of men’s and 
women’s counciis tn the Bourneville 
works, to promote home and foreign 
activities. Mrs. Boeke says that the 
World War with ite appalling con- 
sequences led her to believe that 
private holding of great capital lies 
at the root of nearly all social and 
economic trouble. 
“We, therefore, feel it out duty,” 
she said, “to surrender the privilege 
we have so long enjoyed, hoping that 
if such action is generally adopted, 
peace and happiness cou return 
to suffering humanity.”’ , 
She recommends in surrendering 


her wealth that it be-used for con- 


structive experiments in  produc- 
tion, distribution, education and the 
improvement of living conditions. 
She also recommends work for the 
reconciliation of those estranged by 
class wars.

Mussolini’s interview 
with King Victor Emmanuel lasted 
a half hour. 

Mussolini visited the president of 
the Chamber of Deputies and Senate 
after seeing the King. 

‘In an interview with newspaper 
men, he said the new Government’s 
foreign policy would be firm with- 
out being sensational and based on 
leyalty and friendship towers Italy's

Counterfeiting Charges 
Dismissed. 


Federal Judge Faris today dis- 
missed the indictment against Harry 
Turner, publisher of Much A@o; and 
George V. Halliday, bankrupt brok- 
er, charging them with counterfeit- 
ing and passing certificates in imi- 
tation of a gold bond certificate put 
forth under the authority of the 
French Government. In sustaining 
a demurrer filed by the defense, the 
Judge indicated that he considered 
the case one for the State courts, 
rather than the Federal Court. 

However, at the request of District 
Attorney Carroll, the Court contin-, 
ued the bonds of Turner and Halli- 
day, which are in the sum of $15,000 
each, making them returnable Dec. 
11. This will enable the District At- 
torney to present the case to the new 
Federal grand jury which convenes 
today, in thé hope of obtaining an 
indictment which will stand in the 
Federal Court. 

It is understood that a new form 
of indictment, to be submitted to 
the grand jury in connection with 
testimony against Turner and Halli- 
day, has been received by. District 
Attorney Carroll from the Depart- 
ment of Justice in Washington. 

Demaurrer Upheld. _. 

The demurrer to the indictment, 
which was filed by Turner's lawyer 
Oct. 2, sets forth that the penal code, 
in the section under which the pros- 
ecution was instituted, provides that 
such certificates must be , issued 
under authority of the government 
circulating the bonds, but that, in 
this case, the indictment specifies 
that the certifcates. were issued by 
J, P. Morgan & Co. 

Judge: Faris, in sustaining this de- 
murrer, said the court lacked juris- 
diction in the case, as presented. “In | 
criminak acts,’ he said, “the United 
States has power, under the law of 
nations, to punish crimes against a 
But the 
United States has no jurisdiction in 
crimes at common law. If there .s 
no Federal] statute defining a given 
act as a crime, then there is no crime 
against the Federal Government. 


Bonds Continued. 

“The Government is relying, in 
this prosecution, on section 156 of 
the penal code, stating that one who 
forges or counterfeits a bond or oblit- 
gation of a foreign Government, is- 
sued under the authority of that 
Government, shall be punished a» 
provided. The single question in this 
case is whether the certificate, which 
is the basis of this prosecution, was 
that of the French Government. If 
not, then this demurrer must be sus- 
tained, and the punishment of the 
cffense committed Hes in the juris- 
diction of the State courts.” 

Citing the language of the stat- 
ute, as to the offense of putting forth 
and issuing counterfeits of certifi- 
cates issued under the authority; of a 
foretgn Government, Judge Faris 
said that, even if it were held that 
the counterfeits were ‘ put forth’ un- 
der the authority of the French Gov- 
ernment, it could not be held, “by 
the widest stretch of imagination,” 
that they .were issued by that Goy- 
ernment. 

“Not Passing on Guilt.” 

“I am not considering or passing 
on the question of the gulit of the 
deferidants,” Judge Faris said. “I 
cannot subscribe to the policy of try- 
ing everything in the Federal courts, 
and permitting the State sourts to 
take perennial vacations.”

“IT believe, as a result of the inves- 
tigation I have made of the tragery, 
and after questioning those who 
know about it, that if this woman 
had been able to work her will on 
Mr. Christier he would be alive to- 
day, unfaithful to his wife, but still

A concerted attack upon the new

| Injunction petitions, asking for or- 
|ders to prevent the néw law from 
| going into force Wednesday. were 
| filed today in St. Louis by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and in Chicago by 
the Board of Trade. A temporary 
restraining order was issued “by 
Judge Faris here, returnable Nov. 8 

Suits in other cities which have 
large grain exchanges are expected 
'to be filed before Wednesday, and it 


'is not certain where the case will be | 
heard, but it is considered likely that | 


the hearing may be here. 

| The new law, known as the Cap- 
\per-Tincher act, was enacted in 
\'September, to take effect Nov. 1 
following the action of the Supreme 
‘Court last May in declaring a pre- 
vious act for the same purpose, also 


known as the Capper-Tincher act, 


‘unconstitutional. 

An Associated Press dispatch out- 
lines the bill of complaint filed bv 
the Chicago Board of Trade in the 
Federal Court there.

Complaint in Chicago Case.

Effects of 48-Cent Minimum. 


Even if the 48-cent minimum 
| wage requested by maintenance of 
‘way union men were granted and 
corresponding changes were made 
for other classes of employes, the 
opinion said, an increase of 60.45 
i'per cent in wages would be neces- 
‘sary, adding $4,249.390,994 to the 
annual wage bill of the roads, bring- 
‘ing it up to  $3,725,.884,540, thus 
‘forcing the carriers to face an annua! 
deficit of $378,078,125. 

The phrase “Living wage” was 
termed in the opinion as “a bit of 
'mellifluous phraseology, well calcu- 
‘lated to deceive the unthinking.” 

! “If the contentions were that the 
‘board should establish a living wage 
ithe majority would readily accede

“and as a matter of fact, the board

About Inclination. 


“Inclination is the inner sense cor- 
responding to taste. It is the sub- 
stance of destiny—or rather a sort of 
mariner’s compass of destiny,’’ point- 
ed out the astrologist.
